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Dear Friends, 


Greetings! As this new year---plus new decade, century, and even millennium---commences, it is a good time 
to reflect on how each of us, you and I, as well as our fellow coin hobbyists, might enhance our mutual hobby and 
enrich, in the process, our own collecting contentment and well-being. 


Although there might be several answers to the above inquiry, my editorial here is directed to one, namely, 
‘being a hobby mentor’. 


Mentors, mentorships, are a current buzz word in education, business and industry, and career development. 
Millions are spend in businesses, in schools, and in the trades and industry, to help, to compliment, and to support those 
new to jobs, careers, or positions, and to be a mentor and to be recognized as one is a sure plus in one’s advancement. 


Now, how can you or I, or any our fellow coin hobbyists, be mentors? Helping, encouraging, supporting, and 
advising those who are new---or causally interested---to our mutual hobby. Here are a few suggestions, each adaptable 
and advantageous as you may wish. 


First, Answer Questions. However elementary this may seem, the fact that a refusal to respond to a ques- 
tion, or inquiry or concern, is negative, and anything negative can ‘turnoff’. This elementary action is the most basic: 
if someone, of any age or interest or expertise, asks a question, reply with an candid and clear answer, and if you do not 
know, volunteer another source or further effort. Thank About It: How have you felt when asking a question and 
getting nothing in response? it is not a very good feeling. Correct? Snubbing, or disinterest, are the usual results for 

] such cass behavior. Try To Answer Questions. The rewards are far greater than any effort given. 


Second, Have Hobby Information Readily Available. This one I learned from a fellow stamp hobbyist, 
my close friend, Carl Fritze, dba C&C Stamps, of Fairfield, California. Often he will ask me if myself has any phila-: 
telic---stamp---information, which myself does, as a Life Member of the American Philatelic Society (APS). Asking 
Why? He replied that some little neighbor youngster, or some new customer or someone else, had asked about the 
stamp hobby, and he wanted to give these individuals ‘something’: something solid in the hand that informed and 
might enticed about world of stamps. What Does It Take To Hold Onto Outdated COIN WORLDS, NUMISMATIC 
NEWS, or NUMISMATISTS, or even old RED BOOKS or catalogs? Recycling and reusing are trends, and being both 
a hobby mentor and giving these away---to youngsters new to the hobby or some adult curious about coins---are a 
good means of doing your fair-share for recycling and mentoring our hobby 


Third, Offer A Free Local Coin Club Trial One Year Membership. I cannot claim any credit for this one 
and am copying the suggestion from Rusty King of the Reno (Nevada) Coin Club. Let Mr. King explain: “it is our goal 
in the RCC (Reno Coin Club) to promote the educational aspects of coin collecting. That is why RCC membership is 
so very important to all levels of coin collectors, and especially to novice coin collectors...add a safe environment for 
collectors to share coin and you have something special”. Anyone can substitute this or that local coin club name for 
the Reno Coin Club and derive the same conclusion and benefit, a sure action of being a mentor. What Is The Cost? 
What Could Be The Rewards! 


These three suggestions are only three, and you might have your own three, op even one; however, you, and 
anyone reading this, gets the intention: be an active and avid mentor for our hob\WW/Assist, advocate, advise, plus 
advance our ‘king of hobbies’!

The Greater Area Hayward Coin Club, the Pajaro Valley (Watsonville, California) Coin 
Club, the Napa Valley Coin Club, and now the Santa Cruz Coin Club is on life support. I have seen the same 
circumstances in each club’s failure; hopefully, these can avoid elsewhere. First, none of the above-men- 
tioned clubs had many junior mmebers nor did the dealers in these clubs encourage their young customers 
to join. The members got older and older and less and less could attend the meetings for health reasons. 
Soon meetings had only four to six attendees, and everyone was too old and to infirm to work the club’s 
respective shows. Second, none of these clubs made the juniors feel special when they did attend and they 
got bored, collected baseball cards, etc., and dropped-out of the coin hobby. Third, even when the club’s 
were healthy, ten percent of the members did ninety percent of the work. Fourth, these club’s treasuries 
dropped to the point that the clubs could not afford show expenses and the dues alone could not pay the bills, 
and fifth, internal bickering, cliques, and ‘sides’ within the club. This infighting within the club made mem- 
bers not wish to attend meestings and thus the membership dwindled”. Excellent Points, Mr. DANIELS!
